New York. De«*. I. .A trernen- 
dou* sea. which hanim«*rcd the 
l»ow and swept the decks of the 
Fabre Line steamrhiii Sant’ .An- 
na, caused the death of four sc;i- 
men and the serious injury of 
three others. New- of the dis- 
aster was brought to t»r>rf when 
the liner arrived today from Mar- 
seilles and .Naples. 

The ship’s (lassage as a whole 
was storm> and unpleasant, but 
It WH'- not unt;l Nov. 27 that the 
heaviest wa was etiroi.ntereil. 
DescrilH*il hy Gaii» Pavy as the 
"most terrific he ever encounter- 
e«l.” a great mass of water rose 
like a wall U'fore the vessel, 
thi-n fell with crushing force iqi- 
on the d«*cks, and s.veei.ing over 
ever |iart of th«*ship, carried sea- 
men Sarti, t’alisti and (/iiarelli 
•verlniard like corks. Three 
r.thers were stretched nut un- 
conse-inus on the decks. The im- 
pact of the wall of water bad 
nearly stopped the ship. Engines 
Wf*re reverst*<l quickly. Life 
buoys were thrown out promptly 
and. ft.s the vi*ssel neared the 
sfMit where the four had I)cen 
swet»t into the sea they wero 
.seen floating on the buoys. The 
s<*a was .so violent, however, that 
three of them n*lin«iuished their 
hold and sank, (juarrelli suc- 
ce«*ded in grasping a life line and 
was hauled alioard. 

When attention was directed 
to the injuriMl it was found that 
two seamen F'oixot and Roumien, 
and Pazotti. the ship’s boy. had 
lM»en l>adly hurt. Foixet’s spine 
was broken and he died two days 
later. The others were operated 
u|M»n and probably will recover.
